“Resolved, that during the year 
1919 and forever after we shall 
use our very best endeavors to 
start all public meetings promptly 
Et the hour announced as the op­ 
ening hour; that we shall not be a 
p arty to slip-shod habits of con­ 
ducting gatherings; that we shall 
ourselves 
be prompt 
in keeping 
our appointments for public gath­ 
erings, aud that we shall use our 
best efforts to create a habit of 
community promptness." 


It is unnecessary to point out any 
civic organization or any particular 
meeting, recent or remote, as a horri­ 
ble example. 
Probably every reader 
can cite offenses enough to fill a col­ 
umn and bring chagrin to themselves 
and to others. 
Suffice it to say that 
there are a number of “worst offend­ 
ers." 
There is nothing more trying to a 
busy man or woman than to go to a 
meeting announced for 2:30 or 7:30 
o'clock and sit there m inute after min­ 
ute and minute after minute, like a 
wooden Indian or an aimless idler or 
the well known bump on a log, waiting 
for the crowd to gather, waiting for 
the sqeaker or the presiding officer. 
or. as seems often to be the case, just 
waiting because it seems to be a com­ 
munity habit not to sta rt meetings on 
time. 
People have gotten so in the 
habit of having meetings start at least 
half an hour later than they are sup­ 
posed to start that they m ake no effort 
to be on time. 
It is the busy man or woman who 
wants to m eet promptly and get the 
business before the meeting attended 
to.

Children should stay in school as 
long as possible because—

School m eans training. 
Fourteen-year-old boys and girls do 
not often get good jobs.

they find to do usually offers little or 
no training 
or chance 
for advance­ 
ment. 
Children who stay in school 
until they are 16 or IS years of age 
get better positions than those who 
leave school at 14. 
2 . 
School means money. 
Tim e lim it In school bas aa actual 
cash value. 
The U. S. Bureau of Edu­ 
cation. has published a table comparing 
the wages of children who left school 
in New York City at 14 years of age, 
the end of gram m ar school, with those 
of children who left a t IS. the end of 
high school. 
By the tim e he was 25 
years old, the boy who had finished 
high school had received over $2,000 
more than the boy who left school at 
14 and was then receiving $900 a year 
more. 
3. 
School means health. 
Few* boys and girls of 14 are well 
enough delevoped physically to stand 
the strain of continuous work. 
The 
child who goes to work too soon often 
is so crippled in health that he does 
not m ake a good worker in later life. 
School, combined with wholesome ex­ 
ercise, is worth far more 
than 
the 
little a child can earn at 14 years of 
age. 
They may mean the difference 
between a happy, useful life and a life 
of sickness and inefficiency.

each of them this question: "W hat is 
your idea of good government? 
The first to respond was Solon, who 
said that “the best government is that 
in w’hich an injury done to the least of 
its citizens is an injury done to all.” 
The second was Thales, whom it 
was said the scientists looked upon as 
the wisest of all the ancients. 
He 
said: "The best government is that in 
which the rich are neither too rich nor 
the poor too poor.” 
The next was Bias, who said: “The 
best government is one wrhere the law 
I has no superior.” 
The fourth was A nacharis, who an­ 
swered, “W here virtue Is honored and 
vice detested.’’ 
The fifth was Pittacus. who said, 
•Where dignity is always conferred on 
the good, never on the bad." 
The sixth was Cleobulus, w ho said. 
“W here the citizens fear blame more 
than punishm ent.’’ 
The seventh was Chilo, the Spartan, 
who said. “W here the laws are more 
regarded 
and have 
more authority 
than the orators.’’ 
This was some 2460 years ago, and 
we Americans after all these years

If we were called 
ripen to give a definition, we would say 
the best, government is the one that 
produces a minimum amount of pov 
erty and a maximum amount of edu­ 
cation, or perchance, the great tidings 
announced by the angel, “Peace on 
earth, good will toward men."

LANSING, 
Mich., Dec. 28.—Michi­ 
gan is on the threshold of a road-build- 
'ng era never before equalled in the 
state, according to Frank F. Rogers, 
state highway commissioner. 
During 
1919 there will be constructed within 
the state between 150ft and 2000 miles 
:>f highways, at an estimated cost of 
$8,000,000 to $10,000,000. 
The 1919 program 
will 
at 
least 
double that of 1918, when the total 
mileage built dropped to 793. 
The 
best previous year showed 1053 miles 
constructed. In the five months ended 
November 30 the state highway de 
partmer.t paid out $1,080,984 in state 
rewards on roads, more than double the 
amount for the same period in 1917. 
when the total reached $560,184. 
The 
increase is due to a change in laws 
which allowed for greater reward on 
trunk line highways where concrete 
and similar forms of permanent roads 
were built. The highway department 
also stimulated the building of these 
types, because of their permanence 
and this helped to swell the total re 
wards. 
There has been a decided pick-up in 
applications for new roads ever since 
July I. 
This will be accentuated in 
1919, provisions having already been 
made for an allowance of almost $2,- 
500,000 for rewards next year. In the 
last four months, that is, the period 
ending November 30th, 435 miles of 
roads were completed and accepted by 
the state 
highway department, 
as 
against 320 miles in the same period.

No 
additional charge will be jnade for the 
starter, which will be standard equip­ 
ment for 1919 on as many c a rs as the 
output of the starter plant will permit. 
It is possible this may be fitted only 
on the closed cars at first. 
Humors to the effect that the Ford 
Motor 
Company 
contemplated 
a 
change of this kind have been current 
many times during the last two years. 
At one time it is known a starter ac­ 
tually was developed and negotiations 
carried to the point where its equip­ 
ment on all Ford models practically 
was assured. 
Later, however, difficul­ 
ties arose which precluded the possibil­ 
ity of its addition.
